Begin, deputies confronting Brezhnev would 
budget in economic cabinet P reserve detente

Prime Minister Menahem Begin, 
bis two deputies — Prof. Ylgael 
Yadln end Sim ha Ehrlich — and 
members of the economic cabinet 
will meet today in an effort to 
resolve the tangle over the budget 
for 1880/81. 

But it is clear to everyone in- 
volved that the only way out is to in- 
crease the budget total in fact, if not 
in writing, or to face a split with 
Housing Minister David Levy. 

. Begin can’t bring about a 
miracle, and Finance Minister 
Ylgael Hurvitz has said that no 
manner of addition and subtraction 
will give Levy the funds he wants. 
Reducing the reserve budget will 
only bring down the wrath of the 
Bank of Israel, which says even the 
reserves in the current budget 
proposal are too small. 

Yadln Is still insisting that funds 
be allocated to neighbourhood 
rehabilitation and Agriculture 
Minister Ariel Sharon wants more 


money for settlements In the ad- 
ministered territories. 

The new twist is that the cabinet 
on Sunday approved the total of 
IL405b. on the one hand and 
maintenance of the defence compo- 
nent on the other. 

To blur the terms of the budget, 
the Treasury will ask to amend the 
law so that a budget can be sub- 
mitted In "real" pounds instead of 
in nominal pounds. Then every few 
months the budget can be updated 
according to the rate of inflation. 
The Knesset Is expected to oppose 
the amendment since it would be 
difficult to determine exactly the 
size of the budget and how it ehoud 
be updated. 

Hurvitz met yesterday with 
leading doctors and hospital direc- 
tors. who asked him not to cut more 
than 4 per cent from the health 
budget. Hurvitz insisted that a 
greater cut was needed. The doc- 
tors said such a cut would im- 
mediately reduce the quality bf 
hospitalization. 



Police brutality and cover-ups scored by panel

■ The police have used violence in 
Investigating criminal, cases; and 
this -has seriously compromised 
them in the public eye, even though 
the phenomenon is relatively rare. 
This finding emerges from the 
report of a committee appointed 
last May to exam i n e allegations of 
police brutality.

of Tel Aviv District Attorney Sarah 
Sirota and police controller Shmuel 
Eltaa tints a number of cases where 
there were indications that in- . 
vestigalora had used violence on 
suspects. But police investigation of 
the suspects’ subsequent com- 
plaints was slow, inefficient and so 
lacking in objectivity that It was 
clear that the aim was to hush 
things up. 

The committee was appointed by 
Justice Minister Shmuel Tamir and 
Interior and Police Minister Yosef 
Burg after Attorney-General 
Yitzhak Zamir had severely 
criticized police behaviour during a 
clash with Beduln demonstrators at 
Lagiya In the Negev last year. 
Zamir's remarks followed scores of 
complaints about police violence 
voiced by judges, lawyers, Knesset 
members and journalists. 

More than 2,900 complaints of 
police violence were submitted last 
year, and of the 740 found justified, 
155 related to violence during 
questioning. 

In most cases, investigators' 
violence was directed against 
juveniles (under 18s) and first-time 
offenders, the committee found. It 
also reported that in many cases 
youths who admitted to one offence 
were “persuaded" to admit respon- 
sibility for others as well. 

When violence was used against 
habitual criminals suspected of 


violent crime, the committee found 
that Investigators often felt that 
society justified their tough at- 
titude. 

The situation on police lock-ups, 
the report finds, la “that a citizen, 
who, outwardly at least, has not yet 
been found guilty, is held in con- 
ditions far worse than those of a 
man convicted and sentenced to 
prison." 

A significant percentage of 
policemen found guilty of violence 
during Investigations have at least 
four yean seniority (76 per cent); 
nearly 90 per cent are between 25 
and 35 years old and the higher 
their I.Q. and educational level, the 
more they tend to feel that they 
may resort to violence. 

With 88 per cent of the police 
offenders having previous convic- 
tions for violence, the report con- 
cludes that "the use of violence has 
become habitual and the com- 
manders have not drawn the cor- 
rect conclusions from these facts." 
The committee found that the main 
reason for the use of violence was 
failure to Implement existing 
regulations, rather than a question 
of training and Inadequate informal 
tlon. 

The committee says that many 
more people would complain about' 
police violence If they did not feel 
intimidated by having to submit the 
complAlnt to the police themselves, 


or If they had more confidence in 
the investigation of / their charges. 

Sirota and Eltan recommend that 
all complaints be investigated by a 
separate unit in the National Police 
Headquarters which should be es- 
tablished as part of the serious 
crimes unit. Policemen Interviewed 
by the committee were almost un- 
iform In complaining about the 
"harsh and brutal" questioning to 
which offenders were subjected by 
Investigators from this unit. But the 
committee found that when the unit 
had been involved, Its In- 
vestigations were extremely ef- 
ficient and objective. 

In addition to the police in- 
vestigators, the committee 
recommends the establishment of a. 
unit of attorney-investigators to be 
set up as part of the attorney- 
general’s office In the Justice 
Ministry to supervise the police In- 
vestigation and intervene If 
necessary. Methods should be the 
same as those used In any other 
criminal investigation. 

Responsibility for violence dur- 
ing an investigation must lie direct- 
ly with the commanding officer, . 
and the police should be obliged to 
publish the decisions of courts or 
disciplinary tribunals. The practice 
of appointing Investigative and dis- 
ciplinary officers from the accused 
policeman's own unit should be 
stopped. 
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Diplomatic sources in Paris also 
reported that the Tunisian embassy 
in Tripoli was sacked at about the 
same time, but the report could not 
be confirmed.

BEIRUT. — Lebanese Premier 
Selim al-Hoss yesterday persuaded 
Syria to postpone for a few days Its 
planned withdrawal of its forces 
from Beirut. 

Arab diplomatic sources here at- 
tributed the Syrian withdrawal 
threat as an attempt to prove its 
"In dispensability” in maintaining 
peace In Lebanon. 

The sources said the Syrians on 
Saturday Informed Lebanon’s lef- 
tist national movement — a coali- 
tion of mostly Moslem political par- 
ties and Palestinian groups — that 
they intended to pull their troops 
out of the capital within 38 to 48 
hours. 

In an effort to head off the 
pullout, Hoss rushed to Damascus 
for urgent talks yesterday with 
Syrian President Hafez Assad. 

Diplomatic sources in Damascus 
said Hoss asked Assad to delay the 
withdrawal until Beirut authorities 
could find the means to fill the 
security gap that would result from 
such a move. 

Former Lebanese president 
Suleiman Franjieh, Syria's closest 
Christian ally In Lebanon, also met 
with Assad yesterday and asked 
him to halt the proposed pullout. 

Hobs said here last night that the 
Syrians would definitely go ahead 
with the troop withdrawal from the 
capital, but this had been put off 
"pending the working out of 
arrangements to forestall any 


hazards that may result from Us 
implementation." 

The spector of a Syrian 
withdrawal set off a round of Inter- 
communal fighting In Beirut. In 
Christian East Beirut, militiamen 
belonging to the rival Phalange and 
National Liberal parties clashed In 
the neighbourhood of Aahrafiyye, 
while in Moslem West Beirut leftist 
gangs engaged In gunfighta in the 
Comiche Mazraa area.

Terrorists bomb Shia

Lebanese political sources said 
the country’s 18 , 000 -man army — 
still in a delicate stage of rebuilding 
following its collapse during the 
1975-76 fighting — 1s in no position to 
assume security duties. 

The first indication of Syrian in- 
tentions to withdraw came last 
week when Jt abandoned 
checkpoints from D amour. 20 km 
south of Beirut, to Zahranl. 80 km 
south of the capital. 

Arab diplomatic sources said tbe 
Syrian move was designed to prove 
to the Lebanese, and the rest of the 
Arab world, that its role In Lebanon 
Is indispensable to the maintenance 
of peace and Is desired by the 
Lebanese themselves. 

The source said another motive 
behind the action may be related to 
Afghanistan. 

"The Syrians, who were the only 
people to defend the Soviet invasion 
of Afghanistan, have become very 
Isolated In the Arab world. A move 
like this, which brings all the Arab 
countries pleading for them to keep 
the peace in Lebanon, brings the 
Syrians back into the limelight. 

"It also belps their Russian 
patrons distract attention from 
Afghanistan," the source said.

PLA expected to take control of Beirut

Observers believe that within the 
next few days the Syrians will move 
forces out of either Beirut or 
Tripoli. They also term “highly 
credible" tbe reports that the 
Syrians will hand over the policing 
of these two cities — certainly 
Beirut — to the 4,000-man Palesti- 
nian Liberation Army — an arm of 
the PLO which has its base in 
Damascus and operates under 
direct orders from the Syrians. 

TOere is no clear explanation for 
the Syrian redeployment of forces 
in Lebanon. A decision has ap- 
parently been taken in Damascus to 
end the police duties of its 30,000- 
man peacekeeping force In 
Lebanon and concentrate the force 
in the Bekaa region. 

At present, there are three 
brigades In the Bekaa, some 85 km. 
northwest of Metulla. The addition 
of the troops being pulled out of the 
cities will bring this force to divi- 


sion strength, Including two ar- 
moured brigades and three 
motorized brigades. 

While the general deployment of 
the Syrians in the Bekaa is defen- 
sive. observers here note that they 
could prepare for an offensive in a 
short time. However, It is not' 
generally felt that the concentra- 
tion is directly connected with 
Israel. It could be the first stage of 
a Syrian pullback from the 
Lebanese quagmire which has in- 
volved 80,000 Syrians for the past 
few years. The pullback and 
redeployment could also be linked 
to the current instability of the 
Assad regime in Damascus. Mass- 
ing forces in one spot -allows for 
tighter control over possibly tiissl-. 
dent elements. 

Another likely Interpretation Is 
that Assad intends to pull hia forces 
back to Syria for action against 
Israel — possibly a war of attrition 
aimed at undermining the peace 
process with Egypt as well as 


morale and economic recovery in 
Israel. 

Israel is keeping a close eye on 
the developments, but so far has 
been careful to take no steps which 
could be used by either the Syrians 
or the Soviets as an excuse to es- 
calate tension In the region. The 
Golan Heights have remained open 
to travellers. There has been no 
call-up, and army activities In the 
region continue as usual. 

If the Syrians pull out of Beirut In 
the near future (a withdrawal from 
Tripoli seems less likely at this 
stage) observers In Israel think the 
smouldering civil war in the city 
will almost certainly be renewed — 
especially If the Syrians hand over 
their positions to the PLA and not to 
the Lebanese Army. The PLA is 
totally unacceptable to the Chris- 
tian and Phalanglst forces In the ci- 
ty. 

At present the PLA is deployed in 
the area between D amour and 
Sidon, and is armed with tanks.

TEHERAN (Reuter). - President- 
elect Aboihassan Bani-Sadr yester- 
day launched his four-year term 
with a call for Iranians to export 
their Islamic Revolution while 
working to reconstruct the country. 

Speaking to' hundreds of 
thousands of people at Teheran's' 
BchcaM Zahra cemetery hours 
before he was due to be officially 
endorsed by Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini. Bani-Sadr said: 

“Our revolution will not win if it 
is not exported. We are going to 
create a new order fn which depriv- 
ed people will not always be depriv- 
ed and oppressors will not always 
be oppressors." 

Several hundred foreign guests, 
mostly Moslems and including a 
group of Americans, heard Bani- 
Sadr speak. The visitors had come 
to join a week of celebrations to 
mark the first anniversary of the 
revolution. 

Bani-Sadr told the crowd: "At the 
moment Iran has many economic 
and cultural problems, and political 
unrest which we cannot end in two 
or three days. Victory’ will come 
through hard work."

Brzezinski, Fahd confer 
on situation in Afghanistan 


RIYADH (AP). — Zbignew. 

Brzezinski. national security ad- 
viser to U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter, conferred with Crown 
Prince Fahd here yesterday on the 
situation created by the Soviet Inva- 
sion of Afghanistan. 

Brzezinski arrived from Pakistan 
where he discussed regional securi- 
ty with President Zla ul-Haq. 
Diplomatic sources said Brzezinski 
would be raising the. same subject 
with the Saudi leadership. 

The U.S. envoy met Fahd last 
night after a working lunch with 


Saudi Foreign Minister Prince 
SaucL 

Fahd and other Saudi leaders 
have taken a leading role in denoun- 
cing the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan. They have stated 
repeatedly, however, they are op- 
posed to the establishment of any 
U.S. military bases on Saudi soil, as 
a step to strengthen regional securi- 
ty. Nevertheless, the Saudis have 
also made it clear they have no ob- 
jection to a U.S. military presence 
"over the horizon,” in neighbouring 
Oman, diplomatic sources here 
said. 


Weizman expects Carter to win 


NEW YORK (JTA). — Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizman, In a televi- 
sion Interview shown Sunday night, 
said he expected President Jimmy 
Carter to be re-elected but refused 
to "advise" American Jews to sup- 
port Carter. 

Weizman was interviewed in 
Israel by Mike Wallace on the CBS 
production ”60 Minutes.” There 
was no indication whether the Inter- 
view was conducted before or after 
Weizman’s controversial remarks 
In Washington in December and on 
Israel Television last week suppor- 
ting Carter's re-election. 

When Wallace said that he had 
heard that Weizman believed 


Carter would be re-elected, the 
minister replied that he had bet a 
bottle of whisky on It. Wallace 
noted that many American Jews 
oppose Carter, and Weizman 
replied that they were caught up in 
the general feeling among 
Americans, a statement he did not 
explain. 

But when Wallace asked if Weiz- 
man would “advise" his 
“brethren” in the U-S. to support 
Carter, the minister declared, “I 
don’t advise anyone.” He added 
that he has trouble enough getting 
Israelis to accept his advice. 

Weizman reportedly agreed that 
“his .mouth was Ms worst enemy. 


First busloads of tourists go to Cairo

The first two busloads of tourists 
from Israel yesterday crossed the 
Egypt-Israel border at El-Arish 
without incident. En route to the 
border, the window of one of the 
buses was shattered by a Khan 
Tunis rock thrower. 

After a two-hour wait during 
which visas were issued, the 
passengers were transferred to 
Egyptian taxis and buses, and con- 
tinued on to the Suez Canal,’ which 
they crossed by passenger ferry, 
proceeding to Cairo by chartered 
bus. 

The first group, which arrived at 
El-Arish from Jerusalem, . carried 
32 members of the Los Angeles mis- 
sion of the 1980 Israel Bonds Prime 
Minister’s Conference. They had 
been scheduled to fly to Cairo 
yesterday with members of the 
New York mission, but they instead 
opted to travel overland and were 
permitted to enter Egypt on a 


collective visa issued in the U.S. 

The second bus. which arrived at 
El-Arish from Tel Aviv, carried 87 
passengers, many of whom had 
been turned back last week for not 
having visas by the same 
authorities who yesterday Issued 
them, in accordance with a telex 
sent them from the Foreign 
Ministry in Cairo. However, The 
Jerusalem Post has learned that in 
future only foreign nationals and 
Israelis who have already obtained 
visas will be permitted to cross. 

A spokesman for VIP Travel, 
which organized the trip, who 
returned to Tel Aviv with the empty 
Egged buses said that the border of- 
ficials received the tourists “very 
well.” 

Some 250 people crossed the 
border from Israel into Egypt 
yesterday, while 40 people arrived 
from Egypt, including an Egyptian 
delegation to find a building for the 
first Arab embassy ever to be open- 
ed in Israel.

TEL AVIV. — Premier Menahem 
Begin Is down to his lowest ever 
level of public popularity, while 
Labour Party chairman Shimon 
Peres’s popularity is rising. 
Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitz 
emerges as tbe most popular 
cabinet minister. The former 
cabinet favourite, Defence Minister 
Ezer Weizman, is losing ground. 

These are the conclusions of the' 
latest Jerusalem Post poll, con- 
ducted by the Modi'ln Ezrachi 
applied research centre among a 
representative sample of 1,300 
adults within the past fortnight. 
From a third to nearly half of those 
polled were in the undecided 
category. Indicating that a sizeable 
number of eligible voters do not, ap- 
parently. like any of the present 
candidates.

Habimah’s Hanna Rovina 
makes her final exit

Hundreds of people watched from 
their windows and balconies as the 
funeral procession left Hablmah 
Square and headed towards the 
Kiryat Sbaul Cemetery. 

During the funeral. Friends 
recounted anecdotes, of Rovlna’s 
life and of her unique sense of 
humour. 

Last week Rovina accepted the 
offer of Sim ha Holtzberg, “father of 
the wounded,” who asked if she 
wanted a bottle of her favourite per- 
fume.

After 
the funeral he handed the perfume 
to Hana Rovina.

TEL AVIV. - Dog owners have 
tcrlh loo, ns municipal officials will 
tenrn if they continue their dog- 
catchlng campaign in the city 
streets. Tel Aviv's newly formed 
dog owners' committee vowed 
yesterday. 

Resentment and Anger over the 
campnign to confiscate unleashed, 
unmiKzlcd or unliccnced dogs, even 
when accompanied by their 
owners, prompted the dog owners 
to form the committee this week to 
slop what they call a breach of their 
rights. 

The dog owners intend to post 
guards to protect dogs on the 
streets. They threaten to use 


vinlrncc against the inspectors U 
thry try to grab their dogs. The in- 
spectors have on occasion seised 
pels from their owners' arms, or 
yanked them by the earn Into closed 
vans and hauled the dogs away to 
-the municipal pound near the 
Reading power station. 

Committee spokesmen said they 
intend to hold mass 
demonstrations, with their canine 
companions, outside City Hal! and 
at Mayor Shlomo Lahat's Afeka 
home. 

“Dog owners constitute a large 
part of Tel Aviv's population, sax! 
our voice will be beard come elec- 
tion time. We intend to ruin Mayor 
Lahat’s career. We'll make his life 
miserable for terrorizing us and our 
dogs,*' the dog owners’ committee 


said yesterday. The committee 
claims tn have 400 members and to 
still be growing. 

' A committee spokesman said 
that the campaign - ostensibly in- 
tended to rid the streets of stray 
dogs — has turned into an "excre- 
ment collecting, poodle snatching” ' 
campaign. 

Meanwhile, the Tel Aviv 1 
municipality announced that If dog j 
owners caught in violation of the 
law identify themselves they wtu be 
served a legal complaint, but their 
dogs will not be seized. The owners 
will be required to produce cer- 
tificates of their dog's Inoculation to 
the city’s veterinary department 
within 48 hours. Small dogs carried 
In their owner’s arms will not be 
required to wear a muzzle. 


Bankrupt firms can be costly to consumers

TEL AVIV. — The Hlstadrut Cen- 
tral Consumer Authority (CCA) 
yesterday warned the public to ex- 
ercise extreme care when purchas- 
ing expensive Items. CCA head 
Nuzhnt Katsav said that, because of 
the Inrge number of stores closing 
or going bankrupt due to the pre- 
sent economic situation, consumers 
could cosily lose their money If they 
pay for goods before receiving 
them. 

Katsav advised consumers not to 
pay in advance for expensive Items. 
Whrin such payments must be 
made, she continued, consumers 
should write *'fo aaeMr" (not 
negotiable! on their cheques to pre-

vent stare owners from transferr- 
ing the cheques to a third party. 

She also advised consumers to de- 
mand a delivery date for all goods 
not immediately available far 
which a deposit has been paid. 

Katsav said that the CCA is lob- 
bying for a change In the law which 
now puts consumers at the end of 
the line in bankruptcy cases. As the 
law now reads, she said, banks and 
major creditors have first call on 
any assets remaining in a 
bankruptcy, followed by income tax 
authorities and other governmental 
agencies. Finally, consumers get 
refunds from whatever assets may 
be left — usually no more than 10 
per cent of what the consumer had 
paid to the store — she said. 


CCA legal counsel. Dr. Sinai 
Deutch. added that consumers can 
legally atop payment on an un- 
cashed cheque if a store goes out of 
business before goods are 
delivered. 

Katsav said the CCA Is also 
fighting for regulations to force 
manufacturers to tell consumers 
when service technicians will come 
to fix appliances, so consumers will 
not be forced to spend entire days at 
home waiting for the repairman. 

Consumers should also, she said, 
be given a choice of buying new or 
overhauled parts when repairs 
must be made to major appliances. 
Repair labour charges should be 
controlled by the government, she 
added.

TV, radio revamp news

One will 
be responsible far radio and one for 
TV. A third correspondent will go to 
Washington tn April to help coyer 
the U.S. presidential election cam- 
paign. Dan Shilon is due to end his 
U.S. term at the end of 1980.

Germans sentence 
neo-Nazi 'asses’ 

HAMBURG. West Germany (UPI). 
— a Hamburg court yesterday 
sentenced four young neo-Nazis to 
jail sentences ranging from four 
months to one and a half years for 
parading publicly In military un- 
iforms and spreading propaganda 
for an illegal organization. 

A fifth member of the group, the 
National Socialist Action Front, 
was fined 3,000 marks (IL64 t 000) for 
the same offences. The five, all in 
their middle twenties, took part in 
neo-Nazi gatherings in Hamburg 
last year. 

Lari May, in one instance, three 
of those found guilty marched 
around Hamburg's main railway 
station wearing donkeys' heads and 
carrying signs bearing the slogan, 
”L ass that I am, still believe that 
Jews were gassed in German con- 
centration camps," and "only 
stupid people or criminals believe 
in tile gasring."

Giscard, Schmidt try 
to defuse cold war 


PARIS (Reuter). — France and 
West Germany set to work yester- 
day on defining an agreed position 
on the international crisis over 
Soviet intervention in Afghanistan. 

French officials hope a special 
European stance will emerge com- 
bining support for the U.S. with 
determination not to allow East- 
West detente to give way to a new 
cold war. 

President Valery Giscard d'Esta- 
ing and West German Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt resumed private 
talks started on Sunday. Ministers 
of the two governments opened 
separate discussions. 

Both sides regard this Franco- 
German summit as possibly the 
most Important since the two 
governments started regular con- 
sultations in 1963 under a friendship 
treaty concluded by the late 
General Charles de Gaulle and 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer. 

Informed sources said there was 


some uncertainty whether the two 
leaders would issue a Joint declara- 
tion when the conference ends to- 
day. or whether each would make 
separate statements. 

The distinction could be impor- 
tant. since a formal declaration by 
these two key West European 
governments would be a clear lead 
to other members of the European 
Economic Community. In Brussels 
today. 

The French government is mak- 
ing no secret of its hope that the 
summit will produce a policy 
acceptable to Western Europe as a 
whole, even if Britain has already 
firmly aligned Itself with President 
Jimmy Carter's tough policy of 
economic sanctions and 'a boycott of 
the Moscow. Olympics. 

A French presidential spokesman 
said yesterday the talks so far had 
gone well and demonstrated “the 
vitality of Franco-German 
entente." 


U.S. prison riot toll at 32; 


50 guards, inmates injured 


SANTA FE, New Mexico (Reuter). 
— At least 32 prisoners died in a 
series of bloody revenge battles 
during the uprising at the New Mex- 
ico State Prison near here and the 
death toll could rise, prison officials 
said yesterday. 

Fifty guards and prisoners have 
been taken to a local hospital. A 
guard and seven prisoners are said 
to be in critical condition. 


“Prisoners killed prisoners and 
mutilated them, and In some cases, 
burned them beyond recognition," 
a state police spokesman said. He 
added that police and national 
guardsmen who stormed the jail 
late on Sunday had not fired a shot. 
The security forces met no 
resistance from the 400 rioters arm- 
ed with clubs and knives who had 
started fires in the cellblocks dur- 
ing the 33-hour uprising. 


Officials estimated that the fires 
caused millions of dollars worth of 
damage and prisoners' records had 
probably been destroyed. Part of 
the prison is still to be searched. 

The rioting, the most serious in a 
U.S. prison since 43 prisoners and 
guards died in an uprising at New 
York State Prison at Attica in 1971. 
began on Saturday morning. 

Prisoners seized 13 guards as 
hostages and started fires, sending 
a huge column of black smoke over 
the prison. They also broke water 
pipes, flooding some of the 
buildings, officials said. 

The prisoners told officials by 
telephone during the uprising that 
they were protesting against over- 
crowded conditions. They accused 
certain guards of harassing 
prisoners and issued, a series of 
demands not revealed by the prison 
authorities. 


French would use A-bomb 


PARIS (UPI). — Gen. Claude. Van- 
bremeersh, commander of the 
French 1 st Army, said yesterday 
France may be the first country to 
use nuclear weapons if attacking 
Soviet forces threatened its 
territory after breaking through 
allied lines. 


Vanbremeersh told the conser- 
vative daily "Aurore" the nuclear 
deterrent would be triggered if 
NATO allies didn’t use atomic 
weapons in the event of a deep 
Soviet breakthrough. ' 


The position of the French 
general appeared to reflect the 


thinking of President Valery 
Giscard d’Estaing, and thus em- 
body official military strategy. The 
08-year-old army general served as 
the president’s aide du camp until 
last July when he was put in charge 
of the 180,000-man 1st Army, 
deployed in eastern France, and en- 
dowed with nuclear tactical 
weapons, the “Plutons." 

"If the allied forces don’t fire 
nuclear weapons when the front 
had been ruptured, the French 
government will be able to take the 
decision of employing atomic arms 
when it consktara the country to be 
directly threatened,” he said. 


Swedish C-in-C urges preparedness 


STOCKHOLM (UPI). - The 
supreme commander of the 
Swedish armed forces has called 
for a series of steps to heighten the 
nation's preparedness for war, in-

eluding an increase in the size of the 
Swedish navy and air force. 

Lennart Ljung, in a speech to a 
weekend conference on defence, 
said Sweden should have a larger 
number of aircraft and ships com- 
missioned for routine duty in 'the 
armed forces. 

He also called for improved plans 
for the destruction of Swedish air- 
fields in case of attack to prevent an 
enemy from making use of them 
and for better training of military 
conscripts. Sweden has no standing 
army and depends upon a corps of 
reserves between the ages of 18 and 
47 who serve just eight months of 
active duty.

Ali in Africa to prevent 


war, not to take ‘whipping’ 


NAIROBI. Kenya (AP). —Muham- 
mad Ali. stung by criticism of his 
mission to urge a Moscow Olympics 
boycott, accused U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter yesterday of "sen- 
ding me around the world to take 
the whipping" from black Africans 
opposed to U.S. dealings with South 
Africa. 

Ali told reporters he probably 
wouldn't have undertaken his 
presidential assignment if he had 
known beforehand "the whole 
history of America and Africa and 
South- Africa." But he said he would 
continue his five-nation African 
tour because, above all, he wanted 
to help prevent nuclear war. 


A1I flew from Tanzania, where he 
was snubbed by President Julius 
Nyerere and bombarded at a news 
conference with questions about 
why African athletes should stay 
away from Moscow to protest the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan 
j when the Soviet Union has backed 
'black nationalist movements, and 
when the U.8. refused to join an 
African Olympic boycott in 1976 
against South Africa. 

Ali told a press conference In 
Nairobi. "I'm not here to take 
America’s whipping. I'm not here 
I to take punishment for America. 

“I'm not here to push nothing on 
nobody. Do what you want to do," 


Aid reaching Kampucheans, 


but famine still possible 


BANGKOK. — One of the main 
coordinators of the Kampuchean 
aid programme said yesterday that 
"disaster has been averted" for the 
time being but that a decisive 
period of food shortages la still to 
come. 


James Grant, the new executive 
director- of the UN children’s fund, 
spoke at a press conference after 
returning from a six-day trip 
through Kampuchea during which 
he said he was "pleasantly sur- 
prised by the extent of relief taking 
place." 

UNICEF, along with the Inter- 
national Red Cross and the World 
Food Programme is coordinating a 
worldwide six-month |lS0m. aid 
programme that began In October 
and has now reached Its halfway 
point. 


“Disaster has been averted for 
the moment," Grant said. “The 
operation for the first three months 
has been essentially successful in at 
least delaying further disaster.” 
Grant said that he observed in his 
Kampuchean tour that "the great 
majority of people are receiving at 


least minima] supplies," and that 
the price of rice has dropped to 
about one-fourth of what it was at 
the height of 'the shortage last 
September and October. 

Meanwhile, Joan Baes and 180 
American and Enropean per- 
sonalities decided yesterday to cur- 
tail their much publicized 'March, 
for Kampuchean survival’ y eater - 
. day because of military tension on 
the Thai-Kampnohean border. 

The decision was made after 
military intelligence reports . 
revealed that some 20,000 Viet- 
namese troops were poised on the 
frontier apparently preparing for 
an all-out assault on border refugee 
camps before the Tet lunar new 
year. Thai troops In the area were 
put on full alert over the weekend 
as the Vietnamese completed what 
Western diplomats called an 
"ominous" troop buildup across the 
border. 

The celebrities will leave 
Bangkok. today for the border and 
drive to the . frontier checkpoint 
across from Poipet, Kampuchea, 
tomorrow with some 200 tons of 
food and medicine. (AP, UPI) 


Nobel Peace Prize entries set record 


OSLO (UPI). — The Norwegian 
Nobel Peace Prize Committee has 
received a record number of 
nominations for the 1980 prize, in- 
cluding U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter, Pope John Paul II and 
Spanish King Juan Carlos. 

Johan Sverdrup, director of the' 
Norwegian Nobel Institute, yester- 
day refused to confirm the names of 


the nominees, which were revealed 
by members of the Norwegian 
parliament which chooses the 
peace laureate. Nominations closed 
on February 1. 

The institute said that 54 In- 
dividuals and 10 organizations have 
been nominated for the prize worth 
$193,000. The winner will be an- 
nounced in October.

This, incident was recounted by 
Guberman to his wife Tatyana on 
August 14, 197ft, a day after Ms 
arrest, when he was brought to bis 
apartment In' Moscow for the se- 
cond police search for . material that 
would, enable them to charge him 
with Vasti-Soviet agitation and 
propaganda.” •_ His notebooks, 
manuscripts, drafts and lettes from 
Israel were confiscated. When they 
also toe* icons; Tatyana- wondered 
aloud why they did not take the rest 
of them,. Said Investigator 
Nikitina: ■'They are of no value, 
only good for burning 1 in the stove.” 
Only at the third search, two days 
later, were all the toons taken 
away. 

Five weeks later, the -family 
learned that Guberman was ac- 
cused under article 3, Clause 206 of 
-the Soviet Criminal Code: buying 
stolen goods in order to sell them 
tor profit. The maximum punish- 
meat fer this offence is seven years* 
Imprisonment sad five years’ inter- 
nal exile. 

Apparently the reason for this 
was that the KGB was unable to 
fabricate enough evidence fpr the 
agitation and propaganda charge 
(Guberman 'a relatives woe told by 
a friend that the authorities had 
offered to pay him if he helped pot 
together a case against Gubar- 
xotari. "He Is still awaiting trial. 


HOW DID A MAN like Igor Guber- 
man gel himself into hot water? 
The story was told to me by Nina 
and ZvM2rfgory Pa ties in their 
comfortable apartment at the Gilo 
Absorption Centre for new im- 
migrants in Jerusalem. Nina Is 
Tatyana Guberroan's sister. 

Igor, bora in 1936. is an engineer 
and TatyAna. seven 'years his 
Junior, la a philologist. They have a 
13-year-old daughter. Tania, and a 
six-year-old son Emil. Igor, In addi- 
tion to being an engineer, is a poet, 
an art connoisseur; a popular- 
science writer and a Journalist. He 
has written, many books for young 
people on psychology, psychiatry. 
Monies, cybernetic, social psy- 
chology and art. His works are 
widely read la the Soviet Union and 
have , also been translated into 
English. French. Italian, Roma- 
nian and Japanese. 

He has a considerable collection 
of ert objects — ancient keys, 
samovars, paintings, rural craft — 
which he bought from peasants In 
villages around Moscow. He is an 
acknowledged expert on church 

architecture and religious art and 
at one time owned - 30-40 icons, 
which he restored himself. But he 
stopped buying them four years 
ago. when the authorities began to 
crack down on collectors who sold 
icons to foreigners at a profit. 

Igor was also associated with the 
underground magazine "Jews in 
the USSR,” which consists of 200- 
300 typewritten pages of articles, 
translations and stories dealing 
with Jewish history, religion, 
philosophy and culture. While it 
also discusses the problems of Jews 
in the Soviet Union, it steers clear 
of politics.^ 

WHEN IT BECAME absolutely 
clear to Igor that the road to artistic 
self-expression was virtually closed 
— especially for a Jew — in the 
Soviet Union, he decided to get

ready to emigrate to Israel. At the 
end of 1078, the Gubermans, 
together with Nina and Zvi Patios, 
applied for exit visas. As a result, 
two of his books, already in 
publishing houses and about to go to 
print, were not Issued. 

In April 1979, Igor was asked by 
the KGB to write character 
sketches of the staff of 11 Jewa In the 
USSR.” He refused adamantly. He 
was a writer, be said, and what they 
were asking of him was the Job of 
people In other professions. One of 
the KGB agents said: “We know 
that you have a collection of an- 
tiques and Icons, and every collec- 
tor has a weak apot.*' Guberman 
retorted he knew where everything 
came from and had nothing to 
worry about. 

A week later, the KGB ap- 
proached him again to "keep an 
eye" on would-be Jewish im- 
migrants, to denounce and prepare 
provocations against Jewish ac- 
tivists, to act as an Informer. Again 
he refused. In August he waa 
arrested. 

Friends and neighbours were 
stunned. Igor Guberman waa 
known as an honest and kind man to 
whom people went for help and ad- 
vice, which he never refused. 

After his arrest, having waited 10 
months for a reply to their request 
for visas, the Patiaa couple were 
given permission to leave the USSR 


Booster of a bargain

ONE OF the best bargains around 
|s membership In the Better Homes 
Society. For an annual fee of ILT5 to 
ILaSO, the- house cominittee of any 
cooperative apartment building is 
eligible for grants of tens of 
thousands of pounds for 
renovations. 

Even though 35,000 house com- 
mittees pay dues, the . average 
apartment dweller would probably 
shrug hte -shoulders in ignorance if 
asked what the society, known as 
Ha’Aguda Le Tar but Ha'Diyur, ac- 
tually does. But In aQ likelihood, the 
society's cork bulletin board, 
stamped with its’ name and sold to 
the house commit** at a reduced 
rate of ZU00, hangs attbe bottom of 
the stafraneachto^fwiibox. 

The society wa^ ^jtabUshea, Jn 
1984 by the Housing Ministry in 

cooperation with Amldar and the 

Jewish Agency. The” main aim, ac- 
cording to director-general Ylarael 
Pelt*, is to encourage fiat dwellers 
to take care of their property. 

i'Since Israel la a country of im- . 
migrants, many olfisens come from 
countries of different cultures, and 
mAny never lived In an apartment 
tl(at they owned,” explains Pelts, 
who Joined the society staff a year 
ago and formerly waa director of 
B&t Yam’s postal department 

MANY apartment blocks, built in 
the early ’80s according to a low 
standard, are now old. A whole 
generation of housing is now 
reaching middle -toroid age, and 
must be kept up, adds San) Ben- 
Shitrit, director of the society’s 
Jerusalem branch. 

A new coat of paint, the repair of 
cracks; a manicured garden, new 
fencing and mailboxes in good con- 
dition can make such bull dings look 
years, younger. . 

Those house committees that 
rehabilitate stairways and en- 
trances are eligible for up to a 30 
per cent rebate of the cost of the 
wprk. 

More comprehensive rehabilita- 
tion of the bufidings’s exterior enti- 
tip the bouse committees to a larger 


grant, from 30 per cent of the cost 
from a building constructed In re- 
cent years to &0 per cent for one 
built before 1953. "Not only do you 
feel better about living In a 
renovated building, but you have In- 
creased the value of each flat.” 
Peltz points out. All member 
buildings are eligible, whether they 
are located in luxury or alum 
neighbourhoods. 

Aside from the grants, the society 
provides free legal advice to house 
committees that often come up 
against recalcitrants who keep 
’■postponing" their houses dues. 

This winter, the society has been 
nearly flooded with complaints 
from members over apartment 
dwellers who are tardy about pay- 
ing , for beating, washing- of the 
stairs and gardening expenses. The 
society counsels committees about 
their rights and sends warnings to 
defiant residents — and the back 
payments are sent to the house 
committee in over 90 percent of the 
cases, says Ben-Shitrit. Legal ac- 
tion can be taken as a last resort. 

OTHER LEGAL questions are 
whether an apartment owner can 
Install a solar water beater and out 
himself off from the building's 
boiler: whether a resident can open 
a kindergarten in her flat: whether 
the owner of an empty apartment 
must pay running expenses; and 
how many votes are needed to In- 
stall a security door and intercom. 

. House committees are also 
provided with brochures advising 
them on how to run a meeting, 
divide and collect expense money 
and other practical details. 

The society launched a project in 
honour of the 30th anniversary of in- 
dependence that will be a perma- 
nent offer: when several house 
committees in neighbouring 
buildings get together and agree to 
make major renovations, the socie- 
ty offers tofinance 75 per cent of the 
expenses. 'Die success that can be 
achieved is already visible In many 
neighbourhoods, including Rehov 
Guatemala in Jerusalem's Klryat 
Hayovel quarter, where walls have 


taken on a bright, uniform colour; a 
mess of rooftop TV antennae have 
been replaced by a central one; 
decorative ironwork over 
groundfloor windows has been 
painted and formed Into trellises 
for house plants: and gas balloons 
have been hidden from view. 

As anywhere, the society's ac- 
tivities are circumscribed by 
budget. Last year, it received 
XLSSxn. from the Ministry of 
Construction and Housing for par- 
ticipation in renovations, and IL9m. 
for its operating budget (it haa a 
permanent full-time staff of 17 and 
an additional 85 part-time staff who 
organize house committees). 

"We helped fund general 
renovations for 31.000 housing units- 
and repainfin^of almost 5,000 stair- - 
cases* and ’’corridors, ’* says Peltz 
when asked how many apartment - 
dwellers benefited last year. 

‘‘For years, we almost had to 
force ourselves on house com- 
mittees,” says the society’s direc- 
tor. “But now — perhaps because of 
Increased consciousness about the 
quality of life, the increased costa of 
renovation and the rapid deteriora- 
tion of old buildings, there is a great 
demand for our help.”. 

Still, Israelis don't have the 
aesthetic consciousness about their 
surroundings as the Dutch or }he 
English do, for ex&rpple, and while 
apartments are kept neat and 
clean, litter and peeling plaster in 
the hallways outside are very com- 
mon to the Israeli cooperative 
apartment house. And. concludes 
Peltz, most Israelis aren't do-it- 
your-aelfers. Very few house com- 
mittees ask for money just for paint 
and other materials; they hire out- 
siders and rarely paint the halls 
themselves. 

The main office of the Better 
Homes Society is in Tel Aviv, 18 
Rehov Gimmel, the Kirya (tel. 
254174) ; the Jerusalem office is at 7 
Rehov Hahavatzelet (tel. 228T64); 
and in Haifa at 41 Derech Ha' ste- 
rn aut (tel. 843456). Local 
authorities in other towns provide 
offices for the society. 
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— quickly. They think this was done 
to get rid of them after they bad 
met with Western Journalists. 

“It was a difficult decision for us 
to leave Tatyana and her children 
behind,” said Zvi. "but the family 
thought we could be of more help 
abroad than in the USSR In getting 
Igor out of prison and to Israel.” So 
the Patlases arrived In Israel In Oc- 
tober 1979. 

KNOWLEDGEABLE sources in 
Moscow have no doubts that the 
icon charge is nothing but a pretext 
of the KGB to punish Guberman for 
his three “sins'': 

* His association with the samis- 
tint magazine, which is considered 
a threat because it is independent 

— not under the authorities' control 

— and hinders their efforts to stifle 
All expressions of Jewish culture. 

* His refusal to act as an in- 
former for the KGB. 

* His request to emigrate to 
Israel.

Israel. More than 4,000 Americans 
have sent protest letters to the

There could never be any doubt 
about Barenboim's sweeping 
planistic gesture, his dramatic 
design, the monumentallty of his 
sound and the romantic ardour and 
passion with which he attacked the 
piece. But within this frame, details 
were totally Inadequate: Baren- 
boim was carried away by his own 
involvement, ignoring the com- 
ponents of texture; chordal parts 
became unpleasantly muddled, and 
runs, octaves and other planistic 
dCvtcbB lacked- clarity- and preci- 
sion. The pedal tried to cover it alf 
up. In other words: Barenboim fail- 
ed technically. 

In the Chopin sonata, only the last 
movement seemed to echo our ex- 
pectations. •

SONDL 
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40 years of fish breeding 

Israel world leader in 
variety of fish bred

HAIFA. — Israel's fish breeders, 
who have developed the country's 
most sophisticated livestock far- 
ming, stopping short only of raising 
fish without water, marked the 40th 
anniversary of their Industry, with 
a convention at Shavel Zion yester- 
day. 

Heads of the breeders association 
said that Israel now led the world In 
the variety of fish It raised In Its 
ponds. They also stressed that the 
Industry had been “totally In- 
tegrated" with other branches of 
farming, to prevent the waste of a 
single drop of water. By deepening 
ponds and using them to catch and 
store winter rains, breeders are 
able to provide water for cotton 
Irrigation precisely when It Is need- 
ed — and least available — In July 
and August. Even during last 
year's drought the cotton fields In 
kibbutzim with ponds had enough 
water to see them through, .the 
breeders said proudly. 

Association secretary Marco 
Solomon said that six varieties of 
fish are now bred. The industry was 
started 40 years ago with technical 
know-how and a few carp Imported 
from Yugoslavia. The total yield to- 
day is 8,500 tons of carp a year; 3,- 
000 tons of St. Peter’s fish; 1,000 
tons of silver carp; 600 of grey mul- 
let; and 150 tons of trout. Lately a 
few hundred tons of new varieties of 
grass and silver carp are coming on 
the market. These fish have a 
specially low fat content, since they 
feed on weeds and plankton In the 
ponds. 

Over the past decade the total 
pond area has been reduced from 
55.000 to 85,000 dunam. 
Nevertheless, the quantity of fish 
bred has remained the same, and 
“we could double production If 
there was a demand," Solomon 
said. The Industry relies on very ex- 


tensive research and some of its in- 
novations include automatic 
feeding machines, aerating for in- 
tensive breeding, and recently even 
a system to pump the fish out of the 
ponds for marketing. 

Breeding is done at 79 kibbutzim 
and two villages and marketing Is 
highly organized through the 
association. Five years ago the 
government abolished subsidies on 
carp, though it continues to control 
prices. That move made carp 
relatively expensive compared to 
chicken, "though in fact our 
production costs and foreign 
currency outlays are the lowest for 
any type of livestock," Solomon 
said. "When the government for- 
mulates Its new subsidy policy, we 
shall demand to be put on an equal 
footing with other farmers,” he 
stressed. 

He noted that the country still im- 
ports 10,000 tons of fish fillet, frozen 
fish and fish products annually. 
MAny of these imports come from 
the Far East and the local breeders 
want the government to curtail 
them and allow only those types of 
Imports which complement local 
production.

' Avner, a pool of all the Insurance 
companies, which Is controlled by 
the government. 

In the 1978 insurance year the., 
companies lost heavily — about one 
billion pounds. Preliminary reports . 
show that 1979 will probably prove 
much more disastrous. 

"This year a new element, will 
probably be added,” Levanon says.

TEL AVIV. — Israelis can now buy 
Laker Airways reduced-fare tickets 
from London to the U.S. in Israel, 
and continue to the U.S. on the 
same day they fly from here to Lon- 
don. 

Laker's representative here said 
that the airline operates two dally 
flights on DC-10 planes from 
G&twlck Airport to New York and 
Lps 'Angeles. The round-trip 
London-New York fare is .£169 
(about m.4,000), and London-Los

One-way stand-by fare on Laker 
from London to New York Is £75, 
and to Los Angeles £100.

Airlines are also trying to save 
fuel by better maintenance, taxiing 
to take off with fewer motors run- 
ning, using simulators rather than 
real flights for pilot training, and 
other economic measures. But they 
are still hampered by government 
regulations which often create 
bureaucratic bottlenecks.

Alarm bells ringing 
at Lloyds’ offices 


LONDON (Reuter, API. — Lloyds 
of London, the world's leading in- 
surance market, haa been shaken 
by an unprecedented court action 
which challenges Its tmdltlon- 
bound methods of doing business. 

A Lloyds' spokesman yesterday 
confirmed at least 29 wealthy 
members of one of its Insurance 
syndicates are disclaiming respon- 
sibility In a JE20m. ($44m.) claim 
and are suing Lloyds. 

About a third of the Insurance 
claim arises from New York Tene- 
ment fires In 1976, which American 
police are investigating. 

On the principle that Lloyds 
always meets claims unless crime 
la dearly established, the money 
has been paid out on the orders of 
Lloyds’ management committee 
from its central fund. 

Syndicate members have been 
asked for about 2200,000 (3440,000) 
each as their share of the loss, 
which Is the biggest ever Incurred 
by a single Lloyds syndicate. '* 

In general, Lloyd's, the venerable 
Institution that will insure anything 
from your supertanker to your 
beard. Is weathering one of the 
roughest periods In Its 300-year 
history. 

Increasingly brutal competition 
has cut premiums and profits: 
down 9 per cent between 1979 and 
1976 to £i23m. (3222m) — the latest 
figures available — and Lloyd's of- 
ficlals cite 1, much gloomier 
prospects for subsequent years. 

Hurricanes, plane crashes and 
ship losses have led to enormous 
claims in recent years. The sinking 
of the tanker Atlantic Empress and 
its cargo last July after a Carib- 
bean collision with the Aegean Cap- 
tain brought Lloyd's Inaurors a bill 
for some 330m. 

If the American television 
network NBC Is unable to televise 
the Moscow Olympics, Lloyd's 
share of the payout will be some 
348m. 

Pioneering in fields like oil rig 
and computer leasing insurance 
has taught costly lessons. Lloyd's 
liability for mid-1970s lease 
cancellation insurance on com- 
puters Is expected to be around 
3272m. — and much more than that 
is Involved In lawsuits and counter- 
suits that have boiled up around the 
claims. 

Pressure from American firms to 
take over Lloyd’s brokers has 
further strained the society's 
genteel composure.

vestigaiions have shaken faith In 
Lloyd's fabled reliance on personal 
integrity. They have led to colls for 
controls over one of the world's 
least-controlled markets — 
dealings between brokers and un- 
derwriters. over how business gets 
to the Lloyd’s market and over how 
much risk underwriters can take 
on. 

Personal Integrity has been a cor- 
nerstone of Lloyd's ever since 17th- 
century merchants sat In Edward 
Lloyd's coffee house and 
“underwrote” their names on 
agreements insuring sailing ships. 

And although a hefty deposit re- 
quirement keeps shoestring 
speculators out of the market, once 
a Lloyd’s member signs up he is 
liable without limit — right down to 
his cuff links. 

Part of the tradition Is taking a 
chance on almost anything, from 
rain at a rock concert to somebody 
being hit by Skylab. Says 
spokesman David Lamer: “We 
were the first to insure an 
automobile, an airplane and a 
satellite. “ 

Much of Lloyd's modern sea of 
troubles flows from a decade of 
over-optimism about expansion of 
the world insurance market. 
Lloyd’s “numbers,” the Individual 
Insurers who put their fortunes at 
risk, have mere than doubled to 
18,000 In the last four years. 

But the boom didn't materialize. 
It's now a hotly competitive buyer’s 
market that tends to give the 
authorized brokers who bring in the 
business an edge over the un- 
derwriters who are Lloyd's heart. 
An underwriter might think twice 
before turning down a risk he 
doesn't like for fear of losing out on 
other business. 

The problems are compounded 
by an increasing tendency for 
brokerage houses to have un- 
derwriting subsidiaries — as most 
of the large houses now do — open- 
ing the possibility, however remote, 
of conflict of interest. 

In addition, controversy con- 
tinues over the desire of American 
brokers to gain admittance to 
Lloyd's. The U.S. provides more 
than half of Lloyd's non-life in- 
surance premiums, but foreign 
firms am limited to 20-per cent 
holdings in Lloyd's brokers. 

In reaction, U.S. businessmen 
have taken steps toward opening a 
Lloyd's-like competitor, the New 
York Insurance Exchange. But in 
today's languishing market it still 
has not opened for business.

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Weizman’s own worst enemy 


TO MUZZLE or not to muzzle is not the question. Israel is & free 
country, and anything that does not constitute an outright in- 
fringement of a libel law or a censorship regulation may be free- 
ly published by anyone. 

Hie question is whether a minimal degree of responsibility in 
public conduct should not be a condition for bolding high public 
office. 

The case in point, needless to say, is Defence Minister Ezer 
Weizman. Mr. Weizman was at bis most engaging Sunday night, 
when he admitted, on the CBS “Sixty Minutes" show, that his 
uncontrollable tongue was his worst enemy. 

But putting all the blame on his own tongue muscles is rather 
too fhcile an explanation of Mr. Weizman's wrong-headed in- 
sistence on getting continually embroiled in the current U.S. 
presidential election campaign. For it Is clear enough by now. 
that Mr. Weizman's repeated endorsements of President Carter 
for another term are no mere slip of the tongue. According to an 
inside report yesterday, Israeli defence analysts had advised 
the minister that a Kennedy Administration would be worse for 
Israel than President Carter's at its worst. 

That is apparently why he chose to proclaim to the world, and 
especially to American Jewry, his — and by inference Israel's 
— support of Mr. Carter’s candidacy. At the same time he must 
also have made up his mind that Senator Edward Kennedy had 
not a chance In the world to win the Democratic nomination, and j 
that Israel need have no fear of antagonizing him. 

As Rabbi Alexander Schindler, the former chairman of the 
conference of presidents, pointed out. even if Mr. Weizman was 
right, Israel would at best still have to contend with Mr. 
Kennedy as an influential leader of the U.S. Senate. In the put, 1 
Rabbi Schindler recalled, Senator Kennedy had often thrown his 
weight In this country's favour — a fact mysteriously lost on Mr. 
Weizman. 

But the defence minister not only took it upon himself to 
predict the outcome of the internal Democratic struggle for the 
nomination. He also decided, on the basis of some private, un- 
disclosed polls, the results of the November contest between the 
Democrats and the Republicans. 

For all we know Mr. Weizman may still be right. But how can 
he tell that the next U.S. president will not he Mr. Bush, or Mr. 
Baker, or even Mr. Ford? And even if he does, what business of 
his, as a total outsider, is it to wilfully meddle in the American 
political process? 

Mr. Weizman's sorties into the American arena will have no 
practical effect. They will not tip the electoral balance one way 
or another, but instead of making friends, Mr. Weizman will 
only have won some fresh enemies for Israel. 

Hie puzzle — despite all the explanations — of this mindless, 
unsolicited campaign, is all the greater because, on crucial 
matters of policy, Mr. Weizman has shown himself to he a man 
of sense and sanity. There is in him, however, a streak of the 
enfant terrible : it shows both in Ms winning charm and. 
in the wild way in which he meets cabinet opposition — banging 
the table, blowing his top, and bolting the room. 

Yet this is the man who Is supposed to be the country's most 
popular politician — who might, indeed, he “only a heartbeat 
away" from the top political office. 

His ailing chief has been unwilling, or unable, to discipline 
Mr. Weizman. But disciplined he must be, for his own and for 
the country's sake. 


Bar-flan celebrates 


BAR-ILAN UNIVERSITY today celebrates its 25th anniver- 
sary. It is a day of achievement for Israeli academic life and for 
traditional Judaism. 

When Bar-Ban was founded back in 1955. mainly through the 
efforts of Dr. Pinhaa Chur gin, leader of the American religious 
Zionist movement, the idea of combining under one rodf modern 
science with the fostering of Jewish values was questioned from 
all sides. 

Orthodox Israelis voiced the fear that Bar-Ban would swiftly 
become just another secular university, leading hundreds of 
teachers and students away from the true religious path. In the 
non-religious camp predictions were made that a religious un- 
iversity would distort research and science and force universal 
and philosophical truths into the strait-jacket of religious 
dogma. 

All such apprehensions have been belied by Bar-Ban’s steady 
and scholarly development over the past quarter of a century. 

On the intellectual level, the university boasts a number of 
science and humanity departments which are rated among the 
best in Israel, and has produced some scientists of international 
renown. 

Bar-Ban has also served as a magnet to young religious Jews 
from abroad who wish to continue their university studies in 
Israel but within a religious froamework. 

Physically, the university’s growth in the past seven years 
alone has been matched only by the much younger Haifa and 
Ben-Gurion universities. It is now Israel’s third largest univer- 
sity with a student body of 8,500 young men and women. 

Bar-Ban has reason to stride confidently towards the future.

Muck, who lives in a three-room 
apartment, took his case to labour 
court. When he drew a blank there, 
he decided to go all the way to the 
constitutional court, he said.

Israel’s interest in _ Bone> 
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the Palestinians 


Israel’s self-interest — rather than any fear of jeopar- 
dizing the peace wth Egypt, or of losing the support of the 
U.S. — argues against a wholesale annexation of the West 
Bank and Gaza, contends AMOS EIRAN. 
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EVEN IF the Likud government 
proposed the autonomy plan as a 
fig-leaf for the Palestinian problem 
for a number of years, despite the 
dangers it posed. It enabled Israel 
and Egypt to sign a peace treaty. 
Yet Israel’s relationship to the 
Palestinians and their problems on 
the West Bank and in the Gaza Strip 
may determine the guality and 
pace of the peace process, and the 
fate of the Isr&ell-Egyptian agree- 
ment. It may. In the final analysis, 
determine whether Israel will re- 
main a Jewish democratic country 
or become a Jewish totalitarian 
state under the influence of an un- 
democratic messianism. 

The need to grant some sort of 
political status to the Palestinians 
in the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip, whether in the framework of 
the Egyptian, Jordanian or 
Jordanlan-Palestinlan-Israeii op- 
tion along the lines of the Benelux 
nations or in any other manner that 
will not impinge on Israel's security 
is not dependent on American 
pressures, or even on the fear that 
the much-valued peace treaty with 
Egypt might collapse: It is, first 
and foremost, an Israeli Jewish in- 
terest. 

Israel cannot maintain the status 
quo indefinitely. Even, if it should 
be able to “achieve" the annexa- 
tion of the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip at the end of the negotiations. 


"IF YOU try to spoil my party, I'll 
beat up your friend." It's a 
tiresome enough refrain even 
between small boys, especially if 
you have to live with them. It’s down- 
right alarming when the 
protagonists are the two super- 
powers that everybody has to live 
with. 

The sudden arrest and “Internal 
exile" of Academician Andrei 
Sakharov and his wife in Moscow on 
January 22 was not just a response 
to the Soviet dissident leader's re- 
cent encouragement of a boycott of 
the Moscow Olympics unless Soviet 
troops are pulled, cut of 
Afghanistan. It was a deliberate act 
of defiance directed at U.S. Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter. 

For some time now, preparations 
have been going ahead to get all the 
Jewish "refuseniks," religious dis- 
senters, civil rights advocates and 
other dissidents (not to mention all 
the school-children) out of Moscow 
well before the Olympics. No doubt 
the Soviet government would also 
have liked to get Dr. Sakharov out 
of the capital, but whether they 
would actually have done so in or- 
dinary circumstances is 
questionable. 

Sakharov has been under 
Carter's special protection. In a 
way. ever since he wrote to the 
Soviet scientist and Nobel Peace 
prizewinner at the beginning of his

Our Declaration of 
Independence proclaims equal 
social And political rights for all 
citizens without regard to religion, 
race or sex. In addition, let us not 
forget that the demographers say 
that Around the'year 2000, there will 
be an Arab presence of close to 50 
per cent in Israel proper and In the 
areas under Its control. If they do 
remain under our control, this 
would be the case, even If there 
were a sharp decline in the Arab 
birthrate, and a sharp increase In 
the Jewish one. 

The average Israeli-Jewish fami- 
ly has approximately three 
children. The average Israeli Arab 
family has, statistically, six- and- a- 
half. In the administered territories 
the Average is nine children per 
family. At present rates of growth, 
the Jewish Israeli population will 
• double approximately every 40 
years. This growth, which seems to 
be minuscule, is greater than that 
of most Western countries, but the 
growth rate of the Palestinian 
Arabs is one of the highest in the 
world, and they can double their 
population In about 18 years. These 
facts cannot be denied. A 
democratic Israel would not be able 
to function as 8 Jewish State.* 

In Israel It Is difficult to form a 
coalition government after elec- 


tions and even more difficult to 
maintain one for a four-year- term. 
How would our political democracy 
be able to digest an Increasing 
stream of MKs who do not identity 
with the country in which they 
serve? 

In contrast, an Israel inside a 
revised green-line security boun- 
dary, which by definition will ex- 
clude the densely populated areas 
of the West Bank cities, would allow 
the Jews to continue to be the 
preponderant majority.

ed that car owners cancel their 
compulsory insurance and acquire 
a new insurance policy before 
February 1 in order to avoid paying 
the 46 per cent increase which 
becomes effective on that date. In 
this case, the vehicle owner would 
anecredlcally save are increase and 
also enjoy are knlvilege of paying 
the compulsory Insurance premium 
in two installments. 

According to my knowledge of the 
situation, any insurance company 
which might refuse to renew a car 
insurance policy before expiration 
of the present policy at the lower 
tariff would be acting within its 
legal rights. Many insurance com- 
panies h&ve refused to renew 
policies from other Insurance com- 
panies which do not expire before 
January 31 unless the client agrees 
to pay the higher compulsory In- 
surance premium which becomes 
effective as of February 1. 

The essential point is whether the 
increased rates that the insurance 
companies are requesting are 
justified. When the original tariffs 
for compulsory Insurance were in- 
augurated back In September 1976, 
the rates were arbitrarily set and 
the Finance Committee of the 
Knesset decided at the time that the 
final tariffs would be determined 
according to statistical evidence to 
be presented to them three years 
after the no-fault Insurance law 
went into effect In September 1976. 
It now appears that there is no 
clear-cut statistical evidence 


available at this time,, and I would 
imagine that the problem Hes in the 
Interpretations of the figures that 
the people from Avner have 
presented to the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Knesset. 

Due to the fact that payment to 
victims of automobile accidents is 
basically linked to the C-o-L Index 
and to the fact that there has been 
no real decline In the number of 
road accident victims, car owners 
can expect that their premiums for 
compulsory insurance will continue 
to rise periodically as long aa we 
are living In the environment of 
rapid inflation.

But then. Carter is a “born-again 
Christian" whose personality is 
clearly inclined toward dramatic 
conversions to moral crusades. So, 
on top of the sensible responses that 
he should be making to deter and 
punish the Russians — higher arms 
expenditure, defence guarantees to 
threatened neighbours of 
Afghanistan, .the embargo on feed 
grain exports — he has been piling 
irrelevant or unachievable threats 
like, a general boycott of the 
Moscow Olympics. 

There is now a general panic un- 
derway in the U.S. which links the 
specific Soviet action in 
Afghanistan with the most extreme 
strategic aims, and attributes it to a 
new Soviet confidence and boldness 
bora of military superiority. This is 
rubbish. 

The Russians behaved every bit 
as badly (Hungary and 
Czechoslovakia spring to mind) 
hack In the days when the U.S. had 
undisputed nuclear superiority. . 
The Russians didn't need the 
"Carter doctrine" to tell them that 
the U.S. would fight a nuclear war 
to defend the Gulf from Soviet at- 
tack (even if some U.S. Senators 
didn’t realize it). Therefore, 
Moscow would be extremely unlike- 
ly to risk such an attack. 

The real peril — and it Is growing 
greater by the day — Is that 
Washington will confuse the 
specific Soviet crime of invading 


THE SOVIET UNION has clearly 
been surprised at the scope of the 
Western backlash. The actual Inva- 
sion of Afghanistan and the 
overthrow of its government were 
obviously decisions, taken at Blurt 
notice (as witness, for example, the ■ 
acute shortage of maps anuwi gnt 
the Soviet farces there). But there 
was certainly enough time for the 
Politburo to assess the probable 
U.S. reaction — and to get it entire- 
ly wrong. ' 

Moscow underestimated the U.S. 
reaction because it falledto reckon 
with the cumulative effects of the 
Irariian crisis, file U.S- presidential 
election, and Carter’! own per- 
sonality in intensifying the 1 
American response. For the first 
three weeks, : tbe Russians 
nevertheless held to their original ' 
plan, which was to limit their 
replies to U.S. sanctions to mere 
propaganda barrages. In the ezpec- ' 
tatlon that the West's indignation 
over Afghanistan would rapidly i 
blow over. . . 

The arrest and exile of Sakharov | 
was the first sign that their con-' 
fidence in this tactic has baas, 
shaken. They, too, are now being, 
drawn into a tit-for-tat escalation of 
their conflict with Washington. 

If this goes on, it will involve the 
two countries in acts of mutual 
retaliation which are in the in- 
terests of neither, and will obscure 
and finally abort the Third World's 
own reaction to the Afghan inva- 
sion, which should take first priori- 
ty. With a little (had) luck, It will; 
even bring back the Cold War.
